The faculty of the School of Social 
Work turned down a proposal which 
would have given students 50 per cent 
representation on policy committees 

the vote in a faculty referendum 
was 22-11 in favor of allowing student 
Parucipation — but only on a limited 
basis 

As it stands now, two student 
members wall sit on all School com- 
mittees (except for the committee 
which deals with personal matters) 

The referendum followed a faculty 
meeting two weeks ago in whicha 13- 





13 te vote occurred over the issue. At 
that time the faculty decided to hold a 
secret ballot 


During the week of the reteren- 
dum, several of the faculty members 
were contacted to determine how the 
vote might turn out. Seven said they 
would abstain from voting, while the 
others did not want their vote known 


Apparently, most of those who 
said they were going to abstain ac- 
tually voted with the maronty. The 
total number of people who voted 
34 was nearly the entire faculty All 
those who said they were not going to 


vote could have stayed away 

Student reaction was swift. The 
graduate and undergraduate 
organizations drew up a resolution 
stating their views 

The students called the vote “ab- 


surd” and said the faculty was being 
“paternalistic” and was allowing 
students to participate only in a 
‘token role”

managed to clude the pursuing officer

According to police reports 
Ramirez was on patrol at about 12 30 
am Tuesday when he noticed a car 
approaching him from behind at a 
high rate of speed on Jed Sinith Drive 


Another police vehicle joined the 
pursuit on Power Inn Road where the 
three cars came upon the scene of a 
traffic accident While the suspects 
ar skidded to the right of the ac 
cident. Ramirez locked the brakes of 
his car and was hit on the right side by 
the second police car which was still 
traveling at high speed 

Although the chase continued back 
to Highway 50 at speeds up to 110 
mph. Ramirez stopped his pursuit a 
few minutes later when he estimated 


the suspects’ car to be more than a mile

The ASI Structural Reforms Com 
mittee unanimously passed an anti 
smoking resolution last Thursday 

Written by government graduate 
student Rich Budnick, the resolution 
if passed, would prohibit smoking in 
all enclosed public areas on the CSUS 


campus 


The resolution calls for the posting 
of signs at the entrance of every cam- 
pus building to inform people that 
smoking 's prohibited Such “no 
smoking” areas include eating areas 
meeting rooms and al! other rooms 
open to the public 


The rules would be printed in 
publications circulated to the public, 
such as student handbooks and cam- 
pus catalogs. Groups wishing to use 
CSUS facilities would also be in- 
iormed of the rules 


Instructors would fread the 
regulations to students at the begin- 
ning of each semester. The resolution 
will come before the Student Senate 
Tuesday for final approval

Mao contributed to the changing 
of|a society. He participated in the 
qualitative improvement of the 
hujman condition and the human spint 
in'China.

Carter's previous statement that the 
Pope would not have supported a 
secret document 


I arter defended his statement by 
explaining that ne wasn't talking 
about his Holiness, he was talking 
about Ford. The audience broke the 
rules and laughed out loud 


As the debate lingered on, the 
audience became a little cramped 

Finally, the « vie ended, 
Carter again by the fup of a coin had 
offered his summation first. Ford gave 
his anf concluded with a fireside chat, 


“Thank you and goodnight.”

SW objects to faculty vote 


Editor, the Hornet:
